When 
people begin to see gloominess, 
torn up conditions, backslidings 
of others and talk and worry 
about it, it is usually evidence 
that they are looking back them- 
selves. I wi-h to state that there 
is no. gloom nor discouragement 
to those that are tiptoeing and 
climbing the mountain steeps of 
spirituality. 

One person will go toa chureh 
and report that it is all torn up 
and in an awful bad condition. 
Another will zo to the same place 
and report that all is well and 
the members are cheerful and 
happy. One a pessimist and 
looks on the dark side of things, 
and the other is so full of religion, 
love,, victory and sunshine him. 
self that he does not see, nor 
even feel the gloom. One that 
is up on the mountain heights of 
sunshine and bracing atmosphere 
is never affected with the mist, 
fog, and malaria of the river- 
bottoms and marshes below. 
No matter if the enemy is work- 
ing; no matter if there are 
divisions; no matter if the anti- 
christ 1s mustering his forces for 
the last great conflict, this 1s no 
cause fora Christian to become 
gloomy. Ohristians should not 
be pessimists; they should not be 
gloomy. They have every rea- 
son for a shining countenace and 
a voice of praise and expression 
of joy. They shall not be dis- 
mayed! Hallelujah! 

I am just as sure that the 

Ohurch of God is right as if it 
were already crowned. I know 
they hurl at us, sometimes, the 
words of Ahab, king of Israel, 
when he replied to Ben-hadad, 
“Let not him that girdeth on 
his harness boast himself as he 
that putteth it off.” (1 Kings 
20:11.) But that «oes not ap- 
ply to us. It rather applies the 
other way for it was God’s man 
that said it, and God's man won 
the ‘victory. : 
Indeed, we can rest upou God 
and depend upon Him who said 
to good king Jehoshaphat, ‘‘Be 
not afraid or dismayed by reason 
of this great multitude; for the 
battle is not your's, but God’s. 
« « « Ye Shall not need to fightin 
this battle; set yourselves, stand 
ye still, and see the saivation of 
the Lord with you, O Judah and 
Jerusalem: fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed.’’ (2 Ohron, 20:15,17.) 
This good king appointed singers 
to praise the beauty of holiness 
(2 Chron. 20:21), and when they 
went out to battle and began to 
sing, the Lord fought their battle 
for them and gave them the vic- 
tory. And this is the Lord’s 
work and He will work it out for 
Himself while we sing and praise 
the beauty of holiness. 


There is a deeper experience 
sought and must be obtained so 
we will be able to sing our way 
through the oppositions that 
await us. We had just as well 
prepare for them forthey are sure 
to come stronger and stronger if 
the Bible is true, and we will 
need the very best that God has in 
store for us, to be able to stand 
and sing our way through them.

But we must be obedient to 
Him. We must not be slack or 
negligent. We must serve Him 
faithfully. We must not have 
any jars or jostles, between our- 
selves. Evcrbogy that causes 
friction and division shall be put 
out of the game. They will be 
put over on the other side by a 
combined work of the Holy Ghost 
and the spirit of the ant-ichrist. 
The anti-christ will pull them, 
and the Holy Ghost will push 
them. Divisions will be out of 
the way when this last great di- 
vide is made. 


While the separation is going 
on we restupon God’s unfailing 
promises. The words of God 
through Isaiah apply here and 
now and we rest upon them. 
‘Thou whom I have taken from 
the ends of the earth, and called 
thee from the chief men thereof, 
and said unto thee, Thou art my 
servant; | have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away. Fear thou 
not; for lam with thee: be not 
dismayed; for I am thy God: I 
will strengthen thee; yea, 1 will 
help three; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of 
my righteousness.” What more 
could we want? How could God 
have thrown any stronger pro- 
tection around us? But to con- 
tinue: ‘‘Behold (take notice, 
hearken, here is something 
special), all that are incensed 
against these sball be ashamed 
and confounded: they shall be as 
uothing; and they that strive 
with thee shall perish. Thou 
shalt seek them, and shalt not 
fiud them, even them that con- 
tend with thee: they that war 
against thee shall be as nothing 
and as a thing of nought.”” Won- 
derful security! No wonder we 
can rest. No wonder we can 
sing and praise the beauty of holi- 
ness while the battle is raging. 
Shall not be dismayed! But 
there is some more yet. i.isten! 
“Kor I the Lord thy God wi!l 
hold thy right hand, saying unto 
thee, Fear not; | will help thee.” 
What is there to fear while we 
are uader such strong protec- 
tion? This thing hasto go. The 
gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it—the Ohurch of His 
own construction. But I cannot 
stop here. I must call attention 
to some more of the same kind 
‘*Behold, 1 will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument hav- 
ing teeth: thou shalt thresh the 
mountains, and beat them small, 
and shalt make the hills as chaff. 
Thou shalt fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and 
the whirlwind shall scatter them: 
and thou shalt rejoice in the 


Lord, and shalt glory in the 
Holy One of Israel. (Isaiah 
41 :9—16.)

are the big governments, not 
nations, but ecclesiastical govern- 
ments. ‘The hills are the smaller 
ones. They will all disappear. 
The Ohurch of God will out shine 
them all. Sle will not use any 
harsh means, but like the sun 
hides the noon in the daytime, 
the Church of God with its effal- 
gence and glory will fan them 
away until they will be lost to 
view. 

Who would not want to take 
refuge in the above described 
experience? Who would not 
want to shelter under its protec- 
tion? By one tremendous effort 
and act of faith that follows

By the great and unfailing grace 
of God we will! And the Lord 
will figh: our battles and keep us 
from being dismayed while we 
sing and praise the beauty of 
holiness, and bask in the beaut- 
tifal sunlight and warmth of 
God’s eternal love. ' 

Now beloved, one more kind 
word of exhortation. And at the 
midnight hours while the inhabi- 
tants of earth are locked in 
slumber is a good time to send 
forth the mess@ge. This is a 
night message, hurled forth by 
wireless first, to earth’s millions;

THE SEVENTH DAY SABBATH

Is it compulsory for the Gen- 
tiles to keep the Jewish Sabbath 
as it was handed to Moses? ‘‘We 
have no such custom, neither 
the Ohurch of Gad.’’ (1 Oor. 11: 
16.) 


We notice that some refer 
Lack to the time God made the 
earth in six days and rested on 
the seventh when he sanctified 
the seventh day as a day of rest. 
Gen. 2: 3. They tell us we are 
breaking the fifth command- 
ment if we do not keep Satur- 
day as the Sabbath day. 

We shall not undertake to 
prove that Saturday is not the 
old Jewish Sabbath but we can 
prove by the Scriptures that the 
first day of the week was the 
day that the disciples worshiped 
on, and that Jesus did away with 
the Sabbath keeping as kept 
under the Law. 

They were not allowed to 
gather sticks under’ the old 
Law on the Sabbath, but Jesus 
healed and broke the Sabbath 
in many ways according tothe 
Law. The disciples went through 
the wheat fields, gathered the 
grain, rubbed it out in their 
hands and ate it. This was not 
lawful according to the old law 
but Jesus is the new law-giver 
and there is not one Scripture 
telling us to remember the 
Sabbath day and keep it Holy. 

Jesus came to fulfill the law 
and to take away the bandwrit- 
ing of ordinances that was 
against us and nailed it to the 
cross. Col, 2:14. All the com- 
mandments of the Law are fu
